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One of the first acts of the new gov- 
ernment under Sir Herbert Samuel 
was to organise a department of antlq- 
attiea, the priadpal function of which 
to 4ks n ataetlo a e( aB AM UstorleBl 
sites and monuments In Palestine and 
at the same lime to encourage learned 
societies to make scientific eicava- 
The historical monuments of 
are not sMrsly taCersstteit 
from an antiquarian point of view, but 
have a human and a religious interest 
for the great balk of humanity. Ac- 
sr—tlaaal boar^ has 
abilsiied to aAvlae the dttaetor 
of antiquities on matters of common 
interest to the different local societies 
and schools of foreign powars sagaflrt 
la archeological research. 

One of the most holy places of Ifo- 
hammedanisin, familiarly known as the 
Mosque of Omar, which is also on« of 
the moot beautiful Meslew buildings 
estaat. Is here. The earlier develop- 
ment of the Jewish kingdom will be 
traceable by systematic excavation 
from the Pool of Siloam upward 
alOBff the Bldge of Opksl as far as Oe 
site of tbe Temple. 

There are many interesting build- 
ings, of Mohummedans and Crusadere, 
aot only in Jerusalem, but scattered 
tbe country. One of the most 
of tbe Crusadoa' structures 
Is the great fortress at Atblit, on the 
coast between Haifa and Jaffa. This 
Is the place from which Blchard Coeur 
de LlOB flaaUy evaeaKted Us forces. 
It la a wonderfol spl Isveelng ruin, 
and the government ofTalestine is lad- 
ing Its plans for the systematic pre- 
serving and opening up of the monu- 
ment. It has beea sQgsested that tts 
restoration would be a fitting memo- 
rial to Lord Allenby, and though no 
action has been taken officially In this 
^UrectloD. tbe appropriateness of such 
i^NNiree Is geeertfly recogiriseQ. 

Promising sites, datlnp further back 
into the earlier hibtory of I'alestine be- 
fore the Jews, are also awaiting exca- 
Tatioo. One of these is the ancient 
t e itteas of Ifaglddo, famoas as far 
backjis the time of the Pharaohs, and 
an American university Is proposing 
to make a complete examination of 
this site. Anotlier is Belsan, which 
lies at the Junetton of the Vale of 
Ksdraeloc, with the Valley of the Jor- 
dan in a cumiDundiDg position, aptly 
described' by George Adam Smith as 
the key to Palestlae. This site, is now 
marked by imposing meanda, which 
have long been a source of surreptl- 
ttous '«ggtny hy curlo buuters and 
dealers,^ H Is very satisfactory to be 
aMe to say that a second university la 



Am«lca, with very conslderaMa 
sources, is arranging to excavate 
•trset^ of Aacalon Opened. 
A vwy interesting discovery was 
made at the close of the war near 
Jericho, where the remains of an an- 
cient Jewish 8>Tiagogue, having a mo- 
saic paved floor with an inscription in 
early Hd»rew characters worked Into 
the pavement design, were found. The 
excavation of this Is to be completed 
by the very learned Dominican arche- 
olof ists representing th^Firench school 
of avehsolsar la PatssUn^ ~A yaang 
and vigorous Jewish swhsglogi 
clety is making a preliminary exam- 
ination of various sites of interest in 

Jewish |ii8toi7. notably Artof, 
Caeasiaa and Tftsria.' Thalaftarls 

proving to be of particular interest and 
attention was directed to it early after 
the British occupation, when numerous 
traces of ancient balkUngs of tbe pe- 
riod of Talmud, joirt south of the town, 
•rere brought to light by roadmakers 
and engineers in the course of their 
duties. Overlooking the ncwlhern 
shore of the Sea of Galilee are the very 
reoMikabia and hiteissUag remains of 
an eail^ Jewish synagogue. 

It Is to be hoped that on the com- 
pletion of the excavation steps will 
be taken and the means forthcoming 
ta NstaM tUg tmmKt MMlBff, of 
which a greft portion of the rilasonry 
is lying about, apparently as the re- 
sult of some earthquake. Should it 
be possible sdeatlfically to reconstruct 
"the tadMlac it wfB pr mm a anlqae ad- 
dition to the wonders of Palestine. 

Tlie diief feature of the last year in 
the work of excavation has been the 
opening of the work at Ascaloo, which 
has bssB anderCifcen by the Palestlae 
Bzploratlon fund. The results are not 
yet published, but are of remarkable 
promise. A very fine building of Ro- 
man date— namdy, a bussIts teaoMe 
or forum built entirely of Greek mar- 
ble, possibly the Temple of the For- 
tune or City Goddess, was one of the 
wonders discovered. The columns of 
this building weighed nine tons each, 
and the capitals t hr ee tons. The irtiele 
structure, both floors, walls and coK 
umns, Is entirely of marble. It is to 
be presumed that the building was pre- 
pared In one of the OredK Islanda and 
traaAQpysd, ready Cor cbasttactfsn, ^ 
Aacalon during the first or second 
century of our era. Traces have been 
found of a secret wtAl mentioned by 
of the ea^ writers, possibly k 
-of the mAf sacred laka of 
the famous goddess Derceto. 

Ascalon was the home of Herod the 
Great, and we are told in early litera- 
ture that he greatly embeiHshed the 
dty with splendid eolonBades. It wUl 
In time be possible to recognlge these. 
One of the objects discovered is a gi- 
gantic foot, measuring over a yard 
from heel to toe, wearlac a sudal, the 
whole In alabaster, possibly psit of a 
huge statue of his time. The chief In- 
terest to tbe scientific world is the ef- 
fort which tbe Palestine- Emdoration 
fund Is maUnK to'reeofer sosse tan- 
gible reisslns of the Phlllstlaes and 
their clvlliiatlon, and It Is believed 
that the layers representing this pe- 
riod have been located, as well at' 
sosM objecte lUnstratlnff their dvllisa 
tlon. Unfortunately, ths Philistine lay-

London. — Composing his own lethal 
gas, Constantine De MereedieTSky, a 
chemist and botanist of International 
repute, former professor in tiie Uni- 
versity of Petrograd, committed sui- 
cide in a (3eneva_hotei under draomtic 
cireanistances. 

Merescbevsky escaped froaa Bussla 
with a small fortune, which was ex- 
hausted after two years' residence in 
Geneva, where he continued his re- 
search work and wrote a number of 
sdentlfle books.- When his funds were 
gone he was too proud to appeal for 
help, though In view of his high stand- 
ing he could have obtained a band- 
some subsidy to pursue his studies 
from sdentiflc associations in Amer- 
ica, Prance and BngHQid had he 
stooped to solicit aid. 

He preferred to die. He scrupulous- 
ly paid all his debte and then from his 

remaining stock of chemicals mixed a 
special conposltlon which he poured 
Into a recq^de^ to whldi ha attached 
a tube.

mask which he placed over hi.s fa^e, 
and then binding himself to tbe bed 
released the gas which was given off 
from the composition. He died from 
asphyxiation.
